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1 . Upon cursory review, the proposed amendment changes the scope of claims 1 
and 7 and does not clearly place the case in condition for allowance. Further, the newly 
added limitation does not have support in instant specification, instant figs 3-6 are 
evidence. 

2. Applicant's arguments rely on the hypothesis that Ogawa et al.'s tape is a 
permanent part of the finished package is not totally correct. Applicant is directed to 
Ogawa et al.'s col. 5, lines 12-14 wherein "[U]p to this process step, the intended lead 
frame is completed, and a further step of mounting the semiconductor element 4 may 
be effected"; from thereon until the end of this embodiment, nowhere in the reference 
uses the term "permanent adhered to the lead frame" as alleged. 

3. Because Ogawa et al. is not as alleged, it is open to one of ordinary skill in the 
art to combine the teachings of the reference and Melton and Djennas as in the 
previous Final office action mailed 10/31/2005. The reasons for the combinations are 
stated. The tests for obviousness are also provided.
